Nat Dean noticefide Mr. Jefferson sectery 
of the grantee building loan an trust Co. if the had beem there to noticfide then 
Mr Jefferson went and got a warnt agenst. them and had them arestis for going 
there on thir prisom [premises ?] and we was carried to the peboles coart, and 
was but on ar $300. boann [bond], and was lock up in the city gail and was hild 
there one week. We are suing the grantee building loan and trust for $2000. 
danish [damage] and suing the city for $2000 danish that was done to us. We 
carried Mr. Churfield our deed and showed him our righte to go there and de- 
mann our rents for our propety he put us under $300 barn and was held one 
week we want you gentleman to take this case in hand and as soon you get thew 
with the one you got in hand and obige Susand Brown and George Brown." ' 

A copy of the notice referred to in the above communication, furnished at 
the request of counsel, reads as follows : 

Oct. 14, 1902. 

"Mr. Nat Deam I this day noticefide yon and your tense to move out of the 
house that you occupies and vacate the prison 731 n. 9 St. Belong to Alex. 
Brown elese not I will perseives by the properses of law for the persession of the 
house that you occupies 731 n. 9 St Aixez. Brown. 

" Gentleman please get Dean out as soon as posser and the mand the. Keys 
from him and oblige A Brown."
